stand that if they voted for alli- 
ance with Kussia (obvious mean- 
ing of a Communist 
regime hi' 


Rome) they need expect no eco- 
nomic aid from America. 


3. But the greatest factor of all 


has still to be mentioned—this 
was a free election. And Com- 
muniats don't do so well when 
they haven't control of the police. 
Dalian police and 
troops 
were 
^n hand, but only to see that 
people 
weren't 
prevented 
from 


going to the polls. In Czechoslo- 
vakia it was a different s'.ory: The 
Reds grabbed the police and mili- 
tary 'first, knowing that in any 
free election the Czechs would have 
defeated them. 


So the Italian vote is a great, 


stimulus lo our .confidence in demo- 
cratic procedure—especially since 
Ihe people who were voting have 
been ravaged by war, are individ- 
ually hungry, and virtually pros- 
Wat as a nation.

such people there is neither faith

Little Rock, April 19 — (/P)— The 


Arkansas Supreme Court today leg- 
alized an estimated, 1,750 divorces 
it previously had invalidated.

lions had full weight of law until 
that time. 


Today's finding was on a pro- 


cedure designed to validate the de- 
crees upset by the Jan. 12 ruling 
Ihe supreme court held that the 
procedure was faulty but then add- 
ed it had erred earlier. 


The court had ruled that a 1947 
act creating a second division of 
Pulaski 
(Little 
Rock) 
Chancery 


Court was unconstitutional. At the 
same time it held that all actions 
of that division were without force 
of law. 


The January ruling was based on 


Mrs. Halo's appointment as judge 
of the special division by the leg- 
islature. Thc court declared 
that 


appointment of a judge was 
an 
executive function. 


Mrs. Hale had been serving ar. 


masfer-in-chanccry 
under Jtidpc 
Frank H. Dodge of the first divi- 
sion of Pulaski Chancery Court. In 
such capacity she previously had 
handled all domestic relations mat- 
ters for him. 


Following thc January decision, 


Chancellor Dodge ruled that Mrs. 
Hale had .functioned as his mastcr- 
in-chancery while presiding 
over 


the second division. He adopted her 
findings and signed a decree she 
had issued previously. This action 
was the one before 
the supreme 
court today. 


One of thc dissenters to today's 


finding was Chief Justice 
Griffin 


Smith who wrote the Jan. 12 deci- 
sion. Associate Justice Frank 
G. 


Smith, dean of thc court, wrote the 
prevailing opinion today. 


"When the unconstitutional pro- 
visions of the act are stricken, we 
lave an office 
without 
a 
judge 


which may be filed in the manner 
by tne constitution, that it is by 
appointment of the governor," the 
court said. 


_ ' Arguments 
of

dissenting 
judges (on Jan. 12) x x convince 
me that Judge Hale was a chan- 
cellor de facto if provisions of the 
(1947) act are separable. 


"An attempt was made in this 
case to validate a decree of di- 
vorce rendered by Judge Hale.

In a dissenting opinion to today's 


ruling, Chief Justcie 
Smith 
reit- 
erated his beleif in the

vanced to overrule what was said 
:o be sound reason for the detcrmi- 
lation then were made before the 
court and were rejected x x x" 
He added: 
"A substantial contingent of the 
vocal public has long felt that in 
matters affecting influential social 


political groups pressure from 
without can be brought to

upon courts. The results of today's 
recantation and the swing 
from 


right to left will inevitably 
have 


the effect of accentiating this pre- 
sumptively untenable belief. From 
the hour the two (previous) opin- 
ions were handed down interested 
persons and their volumble sympa- 
thizers have maintained a continu- 
ous and persistent barrage of prop- 
aganda against the law as inter-

mind. Justices E. L. McHaney, Ed 
McFaddin and Minor Millwee were 
dissenters to the original majority 
opinion but were members of to- 
day's majority. The chief justice 
and Justice R. W. Robins dissented 
today. 


Little Rock, April 9 —(/P)— The 


Arkansas Supreme Court today up- 
held constitutionality of a 1937'state 
law permitting interstate compacts 
tor supervision of paroled convicts. 
It reversed a holding of Pulaski 


Circuit Judge Gus Fulk that a sec- 
tion of thc act violated a prohibi- 
tion of the U.S. constitution against 
suspension of the right of Habeas 
Corpus. 


The high court directed 
Judge 
Fulk to dismiss a petition of Byron 
Edward Apple of North Little liock 
for release from custody and 
to 


allow Pulaski Sheriff Tom Gulley 
to surrender Apple to Missouri au- 
thorities for return to that state. 


Apple was sentenced to four years 


imprisonment in thc Missouri poni-1 
tentiary from Carter county, Mis- 
souri, April 23, 1945. The high court 
said that when he was allowed to 
return to Arkansas he signed 
an 
agreement with the Missouri parole 
board Dint his parole might be re- 
voked without notice and that he 
would waive extradition for his re- 
turn. 


The parole was revoked Aug. 20, 


1947, but Apple filed a Habeas Cor- 
pus petition in an effort to prevent 
his return. Judge Fulk granted the 
petition, but this action was over- 
ruled by the Supreme Court. 


The high court reversed a deci- 


sion of the Arkansas County Circuit 
Court, northern district, 
refusing 


Lena D. Price-Williams judgement 
against W. M. Maier, from whom 
she purchased an alcgedly defec- 
tive water pump. 


Thc lower court was ordered to 


submit the case to a jury for de- 
termination of Mrs. Price-Williams' 
damage. 


In 
another case from 
Arkansas 


county the Supreme court nuliik'd 
a judgement for $1.500 obtained J.y 
Mrs. Bertie Carnes against C. L. 
McNutt in connection with what she 
said was a land purchase agree- 
ment. 


The high court ruled no agree- 
ment was proven. 


A section of the

dereiKliint with McNutt was upheld. 
Both McNutt and Mrs. Games ap- 
pealed, the latter from the a^o- 
ciation dismissal and on grounds 
her judgment was inadequate.
